Although the 
neat has been destroyed yevenil times 
the jackdaw immediately rebuilds it. 
Efiorts have been made to shoot tho 
hird, but without success. 
■ Mr. Chamberlaiii', the recently elect- 
ed member for Birmingham, has writ- 
ten a very smart reply in answer to 
the request of tho Secretary of the 
Local Magna Churta Association to 
assist in obtaining a rehearing of tbe 
Tiohijorne case. Ho says of tho claim, 
ant: "Even supposing that ho was 
■what he represented himself to bo, I 
confess I shoukl still bo at a loss to 
understand tho sympathy which ho has 
excited, for, by his own account, he 
must have been a bad son, a most de- 
termined liar, and a seducer of wo- 
men." 

The war is already putting money 
into the hands of newspaper proprie- 
tors- tho circulation of all the leading 
dailies has largely increased in the last 
few days. Tho "Daily News" and the 
"Telegraph" have published second 
and'third editions, and tho evening 
papers promise us "special war edi- 
tions" up to ten o'clock, p. m., when- 
ever they get any news alter tho usual 
Bpeqialsare published at seven o'clock. 

MadembiselleAlbani, the Canadian 
Prima Donna, is winning golden 
opinions this year, as hoi voico :s m 
superlative condition, and tho critics 
on all hands admit that her vocalizaticyi 
is now almost perfect. When firbt she 
sang hefore an English audionco she 
could not execute an ascending soalo 
well or hold a stop noto without resort- 
ing to the tremolo. Her career afTords 
a conspicuous example to young dobu- 
tanttjs, as she has assiduously devoted 
herself to study since her first appear- 
ance/ and is now recognized as only 
second. to Adolina Potti among Euro- 
peah'prime donnas. 

Another tremendous hoax has been 
perpetrated in couuectiou with that 
famous sea:; serpent of which we hoar 
80 much, but, when the matter is look- 
ed into, it is found so littlo has really 
been seen. On Tuosdny one ^ of tho 
daily papers quoted from tho Glasgow 
"News" a long description of the 
ciintuvo of the monster at Oban, in 
yeothind. The account was very cir- 
cumstantial, and bore a 'remarkably 
true appearance. His diinonsious wore 
given, and it was hlatud ho wan lying 
hi"h on the beach, lirinly .secured above 
the high-wiitcr mark. Anxious to be 
first in tho field, tho manager of the 
Weatminister Aquarium at onco tele- 
graphed to Oban, ofifering to cxlubit 
it. Ho received a reply to tho effect 
that tho wholo ailair was a hoax, and 
that tho inhabitants of Oban had not 
seen any inoro of the serpent than Mr. 
Robertson himself. As a contempor- 
ary remarks, tho correspondent of tiio 
Glasgow "News" has provod hiinaolf 
quite as good at lying as he is at jok- 

The removal of tho bodies from the 
Bunhill Fields burying, grounds has 
been accomplishod.

Tho dowager Lady Rodney is not 
Iho only member of thn English (tns- 
tocracv who believes that the Claimant 
is the '"true iSir Rodger."

Some few minutes were 
then occupied iu arranging so largo a 
party, and the result was that Big Ben 
lolled out bis twelve strokes when the 
service had only proceeded as far as 
tho words "for hotter, for worse." IL 
was not until uftornoon, therefore, that 
tho ring was "given and received," 
and the priest pronounced "that they 
he man and wife together." Id Eng- 
land no marriage is legal after twelve 
o'clock, noon.

-THE WELLINGTON TROUBLES. 

Wo cannot join iu the laraontatiou of 
our contemporary over tho oxpoiulituro 
of public monoy iu tho auppressiou of hiw- 
lossnoKS at Wellington, or in tlio trial of 
tho allogoil I'iotors and resistors of civil 
authority. Tho Govern nient Lave aotcd 
^¥itU decision, promptitudo and firmness 
in enforcing the IftW and are entitled to 
all praise. :.The money has been expend- 
ed -in the interest of the mon, their em- 
ployer's arid the goneral public. Had tho 
Govornmont closed its eyes to tho coudi- 
tion of things at Wolliugtou tboro is no 
telling whore tho movomont -would havo 
'extended; and the result must have been 
very disastrous to tho parties most direct- 
ly concerned aud tho community at largo. 
In assorting the majesty of the law the 
Oovernment have really acted in the in 
torest of the men themselves. This tho 
present -willingneBS of the inen to return 
to w6rk clearly demonstrates; and apopu- 
-lar drror which soomstohavo oropt info 
the ininds of those misguided and badly 
advised men has been corrootod. For 
years to como the result of tho Welling- 
ton stiiko \vill bo quoted as as instnuco 
whoroin Labor, when cloarly in tho 
wrong, had to succumb to Oapital. Tho 
money spent by tho Government, we say, 
has been woU spent. 

THE ADVANCE THROUGH ASIA. 



Notwithstanding what Tarkish dis- 
patches may say of Turkish victories, it 
ia but too evident that the iRassiana are 
slowly aud cviinly forcing their way 
through Turkey in Asia towuraa t.ho goal 
of thoir uuabltion, tho Mecca of theu 
hopes— Coustatitiuoplo. No .serious bat- 
tle has been fought since that which ro- 
sultod iu tho capture of Ardahau, an out- 
post of Kar.s; but tho strategy of tho Eus- 
siaus is so fine that they continually out- 
flank the Turks and force ,thQm to full 
- back-as they advance. Fostiaga .'portion 
of their army- to beleaguer Ears and other 
forts that require time to reduce, the 
main body of tho Russians is swooping 
'across the high table lands of Asia Jlinor 
and already tlu'ciiteu Erzoroiim. This is 
iu imitation of Von iAIoltko's strategy iu 
1870, -when ho shut up Bazaiuo's army of 
175,000 mon iu jMotz.aud marched with tho 
bulk of his forcQS on Paris. The Russian 
imitators of Von Moltko may fail in tho 
execution of their plans. Mulctah Pasha 
feels confident that they will; .but from 
present appearanoes it would seem as if 
the Bnssians will march through Asia 
'idinot like troops on parade. 



Hard Times in Virginia City..

V ' vent a-begging for takers in British Col- 
umbia: "The mines are daily discharging 
workmen. The number of destitute and 
dospiratu men ;\nd fnuiiiics are increiising 
daily. The situation is very serious. What 
is tho Ciuso or who is to bLimo is a se- 
condary matter. Tho question now is, 
what is the best thing to do? We think 
there should be a relief committee ap- 
pointed at once. Of onr own knowledge we 
know that there aro delicate women and 
little cliildr.'n here who have not Hiilliciont 
food or elothiu^'. Tlie B.ifcty of tlio jiro- 
jjerty-hoklers demands that these ])C'oplo 
.'jhould be looked after and providod with 
whut they .absolutely need at ouco. Tlioro 
are dozens, if not hundreds, of btrong 
men walking aur streets half crazed for 
•\vaut of work and broad, and wild with 
anxioty for thoir littlu ones. There i.s a 
limit Leyoiul which thc;>o mon will nut go 
and tho timo oonios to a man at last wliou 
lis aays: "I don't care.' A great cahunity 
fell uj)on Virginia a year ago la^t Octo- 
bor. In five hours the main portion of 
tho building was lifted up in a whirlwind 
of lire and carried away. Every heart was 
open then aud every exertion was made to 
rescue and relieve the suCTerors. Our peo- 
ple Hhunhl ronionibor that a calamity, 
fourfold (j;re,-U(3r iu itn immonsity, has 
falli'n now \\])im our city. Tlio only dif- 
foreiic(> Im it h:>H boon coming for five 
jiiouths iuritcad of having l)oen procipitat- 
od iu live hours, Mon before had ncj 
.' houseSi.bnt tbey had work and could Ituy 
food,. Now they have shelters, but no 
work and no money."

Spring Assizes. 

[Before Mr. Jniitlco Gray.) 

OBSTBTJOTING 'APEAOE OFFICER. 

May 30tli, 1877. 

Tho Court rosnmed sitting at 11 a. m. 
when Mr. Dral;o coiitiuiied his argiimont 
tbut tho oviilonce tho tlefuuco ijropOiied to 
olieit from Mr. Duiiaiirair, its tj llio ton 
iincy of the cottiitju \\i\h iuiinatoriLil to tlio 
issue, nud tliiit tho point luul iilrcudj boon 
disposed of iu the Oounty Court, tlio war- 
rant boing couclusivo evidence of that 
faot ;aud a sulliciont justiflcatioa of ex- 
exocutiou by I ho Shoriir. 

Mr. Wftliiom, who ftppeareil for tho do- 
feuBO, argued that tho queations he had 
put to tho witiiL'S:! woro thoroughly rovol- 
liut, as they wuio ialoridod to show tiiat 
tho prisoner Alos.Hoggnu was ou his own 
preuiiKOH, not ou l);ivicl iloggau's. Tho 
wurrnut related to the lattor's goods and 
chattels which woro not on the promiiias 
of hia brother. Tho queatioa was not as 
to tho irriigularity of tho warrnut, wliicli 
bo argnc'd could only deal with tlio 
gooda of David Iloggau. Tlio confu.sion 
bad probably ro.sultcd from an error in 
Mr, Duu-smuir's books, but it wa.s hard 
to say that a warrant issued against a niau 
Domed Jones should bo oxeoutod against 
the;|;So^^Tand chattels of apy other man, 
the iMtsi Tjeing perfectly nnnwaro of tho 
previous proceedings in tho County 
Court, and aiiuply being inforiuod by the 
Sherill' that if he did not lil:o tho eject- 
ment, lie liiid iiis remedy in civil courts. 

His Lordship said that tho warrant ou 
the face of it related to David Hoggan 
and notbiog had boon as yet adduced to 
bIiow that Alex Iloggau bad anything to 
do with it. But if tho prosecutor here- 
after shawud that the question of teuuncj- 
had baeu settled in tiie County Court, 
and on that decision a warniut had boon 
iaaued against Alox. Iloggau for tho 
premises in question, His Lordship would 
rule that tho questions put by tho coun- 
sel for the dbfenoe ak to tenancy were ir- 
relevaut and could not bo admitted as 
ovidonco. ]\^l■.^Valkenl v,-oiild if ho thought 
lit coutiuuo his exaiumatioa on this con- 
dition. 

Aftur farther ai-guinont Mr. Walkom 
proceeded with tho cross-exumiuation. 
,; B. DaaBmnir.— The pay-ticket jron 
hanil me is one of ours ior David Hog- 
gan. Don't remember asliing why tlie 
order was made out in Diivid's nnmo iu- 
Btead of Ah-.\;iiulci-".s; canucjt swear to tho 
writing; David and Willium lJu!,'gan had 
a contract under us, and whou SVillianis 
fell sick Alexander tooii hia place; canuot 
remember as to a contract with Alexaudor. 

His Lordship said that it could not be 
expected that a man omiiloying nearly 
2UU men could remember every transac- 
tion witli th(jni. 

Cross-examination continued. — I donot 
think that Alox. Iloggau ever drew the 
pay and paid the rout. 

Ml'. Drake objected to tho whole of the 
evidence elioitod as irrelevant. 

The witnes.-i explained that tho pay- 
tiokot wa.s OIK! for David Ilugg.in, shov/- 
lug tliat lio liad i)ruduced 52 tons, 12 en-t. 
coal, at $\ per ton, anionnting to S52,G0. 
Tiio rent i^lj, powder 50, oil 00 couts, 
doctor $2, wero the itoiis deducted, leav- 
ing a balance of S38,50. Alex. Hoggin's 
name has been marked in pencil on tlio 
note, and tho amount oa it corresponded 
with tho only entry ia the books where 
his naino occurs. A pencil addition the 
witness cnuld not iiuilerst.ind. The iigurcs 
appear to bo lioat's. 

By IX Juror.— David and Alex. Iloggau 
lived together in the housa tho warrant 
refers to.. 

Theodore Davie.sworn, deposed that ho 
was engaged by Mr. Dunsiuuir at Nanai- 
mo iu till) case of recovering po.s.iessiou 
of the teneiiKMils. David 1 Inngaii api)ear- 
«d in Court with Mr. U nuHtdii aH hi.i i)ar- 
liater; — tho defoneo raised was that Alex. 
Hoggan was tho teirmt, not David. Tho 
evidence of William and David woa ad 
ducud; tho Court ruled that David was 
tlio tenant, and he was ordered to give 
pouanssion. At a subsequent Court Mr. 
McEliuoii applied for a lu^w trial 
f,ir .David Hogi^an; but tlio judge 
would not entertain tho aii.ilication. Tho 
■warraut was issued on the original judg- 
ment. 

OrosS'examined— On iMay 7th I made a 
deposition in tho Police Court hero; I 
utated then that David Hoggan ai)i)o.ued 
ut tho Nanainio Court iu por.MtJu; 1 ro- 
momber David Uoggan saying at Na 
naiiiio lie had nothing to do willi tho 
houHo, but 1 did not lu ar Mr. Kpalding 
any that if tliat vva^i tho ease it could do 
Jlim no harm if the order wero issued; 
v}^1(9x.'' Hoggan was not summoned as a 
wltiioss in any of tho ejootmotit canes; 
wlion Mr. Mcl'<lmeti applied for a fresh 
trial he .snid theie was no new evideiiue 
but that he apjilied on jjoiut f of law. Tho 
" application was then i of used. 

Thomas Betts, one of the bailill's, do- 
poHod that at tho lirut houuo thoro was au 



altercation between the sheriff and a man 
about an axe regained to opea adoor; 
tho man owned the axe and took it out of 

tho shorifif's Land; tho door was subae- 
quoDtly broken opeu; a great nnmbor of 
minora woro around using oatlis and 
threats; two hoTisoa wero ejected and tbo 
bailills thon wont to Hoggan 's house; tho 
crowd followed and hooted; Tliompaon, 
Phillips, Williams and Hoggan wore 
amongst tho crowd; the sheriff was oblig- 
ed to break open tho door of Hoggan's 
house and witness outored, when Alox. 
Hoggau rushed at tho sherilTand tried to 
put liim out. A woman came out and 
took hold of Hoggan, telling him to leave 
tho ahorifl" alono. Tho house waa soon 
filled with raiuorB who used bad language, 
ijomo of the bailiffs wore going out of the 
frontdoor with a table, but there was bo 
maoli confusion that it was hard lo say 
what waa done. Tho sheriflf told witness 
to go to Mr. Dunamuir and tell him to 
come. Witness woiit, but Mr. D. did not 
return ; saw two or threo of tho bailills 
being kicked and knocked about. Witness 
tried to got back to tho shoriH', but was 
met by Williams who put hia shoulder 
up against him, and told him not to go 
up if ho didn't want to got hurt as there 
was going to be ft row. Weut on a little 
further; met several other minors and 
sooiug that it was no good to proceed, he 
returned. Ididuot Bay anything about 
Williams at tho Police Court; I thought 
ho was ou trial there. 

James Francis, another bailiff, deposed 
to goiiig to Hoggan's house but not in- 
side; saw Thompson outside tho house. 
Phillips was there too; but ha did not 
touch witness at any time. Never made 
a ditleront Btatemout to this on tho 5th 
May iu Harris' oflico; know Gaskin; never 
'illored liim a cent not to give evidence. 1 
loaned him $1, which ho owes mo yet. 
Don't know William or David Hoggan; 
never had any of the prisoners iu my 
house. 

Mr. Drake said tba atatemeuts of tho 
witness woro altogether different to a de- 
position made by him in tho Sherill:''s 

oflico. 

Tho Y,-itness admitted having made a 
Btatemeut iu tho Bheriflf's ollico, which 
Mr. T. Dario took down in writing. Ho 
wrote Tery quickly; did not read the 
statomont to him, and witness did not 
sign it. Could not aay wliat waj iu tho 
document, but ou the trip down from 
Nanainio Mr. Daviu told him to "i.'ay all 
ho could to throw tho miner.^'." Mr. 
Davie might have put down six times ii'-< 
much as he said. Witness also §tatod he 
made a statement in Drake & Jackson's 
ot&co which was written down ; but when 
Mr. Jackson told himto comeback to cor- 
rect it, he thought Mr. J. was out of liis 
mind. Witness, at D. &■ J.'s ollice, ad- 
mitted boing kicked by tho prisoner 
Thomp>ion, but ho would not swear to it 
now. Wituess aworo ho had no conversa- 
tion with any of the prisoners nor any 
drink with either of Iho Hoggans iu the 
Prince of Wales ealoou. 

Theoitoro Davio, recalled — Tho state- 
ment mudo by tho latt witness relative to 
my speaking to him on the way from Na- 
naimo ia entirely uutrue; do not remem- 
ber speaking to him about Ins ovideuoo 
until May 5tb, when I took notes thereof 
iu tho proseuco of witnosses, after which 
I read the evidence over to Francis, who 
admitted its correptnesB. The ovidenoe 
was not -■iignod because it was not on oath 
and was only rtquired for information of 
counsel. 

This closed tho caso for tho prosecu- 
tion. 

THE DHPENBE. 

Mr. Walkcm, in opening the case for 
the defense, said that he felt bonn^ to 
call attention to the fact that some of his 

best witnesses had at the last moment 
been placed in tho dock as prisoners, and 
that Iheir mouths had, iuteiitioually ho 
would not aay, been closed. Ueferring to 
(juostioua he had askod tho High Shorill 
as to his using filthy language, he wished 
to explain that bia object in doing so had 
been to show the absurdity of the officer's 
evidence, for tho veiy refrain of the com- 
plaint against tho prisoner'a was "bad lau- 
guuga" whilat ho (Mr. W.) would show 
that tho language fchoy had used foll^ im- 
measurably short of the filthy expressions 
used by the main ministerial oilicer of 
the law. This, in conjniiotion with tho 
fact of the sheriff's treating the men to 
drinks, made the whole ejectment proceod- 
iugs appear to them as a huge joko or 
something farcical. Except iu one ju- 
stauoo, not a aiuglo llow had boeu struck, 
and iu any other place tho matter would 
havo been settled in a Police Court. It 
was evident however, that the High Sher- 
iff did not understand his duty, aud was 
altogether unlit for tho oflico. Tlie war- 
rant on which llie aheriirhad acted show- 
ed that there was something rotten in the 
Nauaimo Court, aud was only an- 
other ovidonco of tho absurdity- of 
the appointment of uou -professional 
men to . County Court judgeihips. 
Tho warrant never ought to havo issuod; 
but 15 ejectment cases disposed of in one 
ilay ahow how hastily and irrejfiilarly 
business was trau.saeted at Nanuiiuo. Tho 
evidence lie jiroposed to call would show 
that no now trial luul be(!ii applieil fur by 
Mr.McElinen, that tlaskin ueiihor fell nor 
was pushed off tho bridge, and thai there 
was no general rosistanco Buoh as to war- 
rant tbo preaeut proceedings. Alex. Hog- 
gau'ri houso hud been entered by tho 
sheriff, although warned that David Hog- 
gan did not live thoro, aud this too whilst 
a child was dying from fovor in one of the 
rooma. If tho ovideiico as to tenancy 
wero admitted, ho could Hhow that Alex. 
Hoggan was tho rightful tenant, and 
he would also show that David iustoad of 
Alex, had been served with tho warrant, 
but that Alox.'s bouse bad been entered. 

Tho learned counsel alludi-d to the of- 
fer made liy Catkin to take S-10 and kui-]) 
out of the way, calling it a trap, aud in 
coucluhion said ho would prove that tho 
bailills had not performed their duty, not 
because of molestation, but because thoy 
were either ashamed or didn't want to do 
it. 

Honry Adams deposed that ho was one 
of tho old niinor.-i; remeuiborod the Hhoriil" 
coming up lo Wellington to enforce eject- 
luont.i; Baw tbo things put out of liimall's 
honBO, after which the sheriff' told the 
people they oould go back lo tho house; 
he then went' to Thomson's house and 
ejected it. Tho prisoner Phillips told tho 
minora to bo sure not break tho hw; tho 
BhorifTwent to Hoggan's iiou.se and cull- 
ed Diivid's name three times; David was 
standing near and Baid, "I'm David Hog- 
gan, hut that's my brother's housj." The 
HherilV passed a warrant to David, but he 
di .)l)l)ea it.

Bj his tact, skill, iudoniitublo -energy 
nud discipliuo ho succeeded where those 
who tried before him failed. All tho leail- 
iug journals have equally emphatic arti- 
cles. Tho Standard aud Post give politi- 
cal significance to his visit as an opportu- 
nity lo confirm existing good relations 
botwcon Great Britain and tho United 
States. At conclusion of lunch given to 
Grant and wifo j'ostarday by tho Munici- 
pal authorities of Liverpool the Mayor 
followed the invariable toasts to the Quean 
by proposing "General and ex-Prosident 
Grant," tho distingaished soldier and 
statesman present.
